Violations  of  the  campus  speed 
limit  constitute  a definite  hazard 
to  the  large  number  of  pedes- 
trians. on  the  campus,  Leland 
Perry,  buildings  and  grounds  su 
perintendent,  emphasized  today. 

As  a result  there  is  going  to  be 
a stiffening  of  administration  pol- 
icy concerning  traffic  violators, 
reported  Mr.  Perry. 

Cartipus  police  have  been  in- 
structed to  Jjand  out  tickets  to  all 
cars  obviously  breaking  the  speed 
limit  on  campus.  Mr.  Perry  also 
pointed  out  that  it  is  not  neces- 
sary for  an  officer  to  clock  a 
violator  in  order  to  issue  a ticket. 
Regulations  state  that  a ticket  be 
issued  if  a car  is  operated  “in  a 
reckless,  manner.” 

Both  of  these  policies  have  the 
approval  of  the  faculty  and  the 
Legislative  Council.  The  student 
legislative  group  voted  recently 
to  support  any  action  taken  by 
the  traffic  department  to  enforce 
campus  traffic  regulations. 

Mr.  Perry  pointed  out  that  his 
statement  has  been  issued  as  a 
warning,  and  will  not  constitute 
a drastic  shift  in  present  policy.

The  lyceum  series  for  winter  quarter  thus  far  has  set  a prec- 
edent that  will  be  challenging  for  the  committee  to  maintain.  Follow- 
ing the  excellent  program  by  Yi-Kwei  Sze,  the  duo  pianists  Vitya 
Vronsky  and  Victor  Babin  presented  a program  to  be  long  remem- 
bered. 

Those  present,  and  to  be  sure  there  could  have  been  many  more 
magnificant  display  of  split-second  timing  talent  on  the  part  of  the 
performers.  Equally  as  noticeable  was  the  constant  distraction  of 
a train  outside.  Disturbing  in  itself,  it  was  embarassing  to  those 
present  that  such  artists  as  Miss  Vronsky  and  Mr.  Babin  were 
forced  to  wait,  in  one  case  uselessly,  for  its  departure.  Unfortunately, 
this  they  were  unable  to  do  since  the  sojourn  of  the  engine  at  one 
time  lasted  over  ten  minutes. 

The  accoustical  qualities  and  visibility  of  the  Provo  Taberncle 
are  superior  to  any  of  those  on  campus  for  this  type  program; 
therefore,  it  would  be  extremely  illogical  to  consider  moving  to 
another  building.  Could  some  agreement  between  the  university 
and  railroad  executives  be  reached  to  eliminate  such  distractions? 

We  appeal  to  the  lyceum  committee,  who  do  an  excellent  job 
in  securing  the  talent,  to  investigate  the  possible  measures  to  assure 
them  as  little  distraction  as  possible  during  their  performance.

This  is  not  official  yet,  but  the  executive  council  has  plans  under- 
foot to  name  a committee  to  investigate  the  student  governmental 
system.  The  new  committee  will  take  a close  look  at  all  three 
branches  of  student  government  (executive,  legislative  and  judicial) 
and  will  recommend  some  drastic  changes.  It’s  possible  that  the 
whole  government  system  at  the  Y may  . be  revised. 

It  looks  as  though  Leland  Perry,  buildings  and  grounds  superin- 
tendent, means  what  he  says  about  speeding  violations.  Mr.  Perry 
is  frankly  worried  about  the  situation,  and  while  he  is  still  hesitat- 
ing to  clamp  down,  he  is  being  forced  to  do  so  by  an  almost  total 
indifference  to  speeding  regulations.  Students  are  not  the  only  of- 
fenders either.  Faculty  members  show  as  little  regard  for  the  regu- 
lations as  anyone.  It  may  take  some  drastic  measures  to  slow  the 
campus  down. 

The  student  traffic  committee  has  sent  a delegation  down  town 
to  talk  to  the  Provo  city  police  department  about  the  traffic  situa- 
tion. Quite  a large  number  of  students  feel  that  some  of  Provo’s 
police  are  antagonistic,  and  the  committee  will  try  and  iron  out  the 
difficulties. 

The  Central  Committee  on  Rushing  Procedures  (CC)  is  con- 
cerned that  some  of  the  students  wishing  to  rush  this  quarter  may 
not  understand  the  new  regulations.  All  prospective  rushees  must 
sign  with  the  coordinator’s  office  before  Thursday  or -they  will 
not  be  allowed  to  rush. 

Some  social  unit  members  are  worried  about  the  appointment 
of  Don  Oscarson  to  the  CC.  They  feel  that  Oscarson,  who  is  unaffili- 
ated, is  probably  antagonistic  toward  social  units.  They  can  breathe 
easily,  however.  CC  consists  of  two  affiliated  members  of  social 
units  and  two  non-affiliates.  Both  Oscarson  and  Joan  James,  the 
other  independent,  have  stated  that  they  are  in  favor  of  social  units, 
and  will  work  in  the  best  interests  of  the  units.  This  may  include  a 
little  tightening  of  the  rules,  however.

Prom  Rebuttal . . . 

Dear  Editor: 

Appearing  in  the  January  13  edition  of  the  UNIVERSE  is  a 
letter  to  the  editor  questioning  the  wisdom  exercised  by  the  Junior 
Prom  committee  in  formulaing  plans  for  this  year’s  dance. 

The  writer,  Owen  T.  Jamison,  requests  an  explanation  regard- 
ing certain  unique  phases  of  our  planning;  apparently  feeling  that 
prom  plans  for  1953  are  unwise  in  terms  of  the  general  welfare  of 
the  student  body. 

In  reply  to  these  charges  we  should  first  like  to  suggest  that 
any  contributor  to  a newspaper  should  endeavor  to  acquaint  himself 
with  the  facts  involved  in  the  problem  under  consideration  before 
publishing  as  established  fact,  rumors  and  half-truths  that  could 
very  well  be  damaging  to  the  final  success  of  the  school’s  main 
social  function— the  Junior  Prom.  It  is  noteworthy  that  Mr.  Jamison 
has  done  no  investigating,  having  questioned  none  of  the  committee 
regarding  the  contributing  circumstances  involved  in  the  prom 
planning. 

Had  he  conducted  such  an  investigation,  our  energetic  young 
crusader,  if  he  truly  is  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  university, 
would  never  have  submitted  his  ill-conceived  article. 


The  avowed  policy  of  the  university  administration  is  to  make 
BYU  the  greatest  university  in  the  world.  Thus,  the  student  body  has 
been  furnished  with  the  finest  in  cultural  entertainment.  Believing 
that  commensurate  growth  must  also  take  place  on  the  social  level, 
the  university  administration  in  cooperation  with  the  student  com- 
mittee is  utilizing  every  resource  towards  the  production  of  an  event 
that  will  develop  into  the  outstanding  social  event  of  the  year 
in  Utah. 

In  accomplishing  such  a task  the  transition  is  great.  Progress 
brings  newness;  and,  undoubtedly,  newness  offends  some  people 
who,  by  nature,  feel  that  enjoyment  can  come  only  through  a realiz- 
ation of  tradition-bound  luxuries.  We  refer  to  Mr.  Jamison’s  comment 
that  implies  we  are  cheapening  the  prom.  We  apologize  to  Mr.  Jam- 
ison that  if  by  making  the  prom  available  to  more  people,  we  are 
depriving  him  of  a few  of  his  social  luxuries. 

The  objections  raised  were,  specifically,  as  follows: 


1.  If  held  in  the  two  practice  gyms  the  problem  of  hearing  the  orchestra 
is  paramount.” 

Obviously  our  critic  isn’t  aware  of  the  fact  that  fall  quarter  a tem- 
porary policy  of  holding  dances  in  the  fieldhouse  was  established.  The 
accoustics  were  superb.  The  middle  partition  can  be  removed  giving  a 
dancing  area  of  two  gymnasiums.

“The  Stake  House  provided  adequate  facilities  last  year  for  an  out- 
standing prom.” 


Perhaps  Mr.  Jamison  has  a different  interpretation  of  “adequate 
facilities”  than  we.  The  fact  is  that  last  year  numerous  students  were 
unable  to  obtain  tickets  to  the  dance.  Dancing  was  extremely  uncomfort- 
able due  to  the  crowded  conditions;  and  it  was  estimated  that  nearly 
one-half  of  those  attending  were  unable  to  enjoy  refreshments.  The 
fieldhouse  has  2000  square  feet  more  dancing  space  than  the  Stake 
House,  which  is  just  a gymnasium  itself. 


3.  It  is  suggested  that  perhaps  the  prom  committee  is  sacrificing  over  all 
worth  and  enjoyment  just  to  obtain  a name  band.” 

Perhaps  it  would  be  wise  for  Mr?  Jamison  to  deal  in  facts.  Or  poss- 
ibly he  is  aware  of  facts  the  committee  does  not  have.  It  is  admitted 
that  several  name  bands  have  been  under  consideration.  We  can  assure 
Mr.  Jamison  that  if  a name  band  is  signed  he  will  be  notified  If  we 
should  be  that  fortunate,  I should  like  to  ask  our  critic  what  his  defin- 
ition of  ‘‘over  all  worth  and  enjoyment”  is.  He  has  no  knowledge  of  what 
is  planned.  Even  so,  we  are  sure  that  if  a poll  of  the  student  body  were 
taken,  the  vast  majority  of  students  would  rather  dance  to  the  music  of 
one  of  the  nation's  greatest  bands  in  the  fieldhouse  than  to  that  provided 
by  a local  band  in  the  stakehouse.  At  any  rate,  let  us  deal  in  certainities 


In  concluding,  we  should  like  to  appeal  to  the  entire  student  body 
to  help  us  produce  the  greatest  prom  in  BYU  history.  The  implica- 
tions involved  insofar  as  the  long-range  plans  of  the  university  are 
concerned  are  serious.  We  want  constructive  criticism;  but  would 
appreciate  it  if  those  who  want  to  help  would  first  acquaint  them- 
selves with  the  underlying  facts.

Chinese  Bass,  Piano  Team 
Exceed  Audience  Courtesy

First  on  last  -week’s  lyceum  double  feature  was  Tuesday’s  con- 
cert by  the  Chinese  basso,  Yi-Kwei  Sze.  Reports  have  it  that  Mr. 
Sze  had  a cold  which  may  be  the  reason  his  high  and  loud  tones 
seemed  limited  and  strained.  At  any  rate,  his  dramatic  climaxes  did 
not  come  off.  On  the  other  hand,  most  of  his  interpretations  were 
very  sensitive  and  fine.  He  has  a very  beautiful  voice,  without  the 
earth-shaking  vibrato  that  clouds  so  many  low  voices;  and  in  the 
very  rapid,  delicate  passages  it  had  a surprising  flexibility.  He  sang 
some  very  interesting  numbers  and,  as  mentioned,  the  one  real  flaw 
in  his  program  was  the  total  lack  of  power  in  his  higher  range. 

(I  think  I would  go  hear  just  about  anybody  sing  if  Carl  Fuerst- 
ner  was  accompanying.  His  Tuesday  night  effort,  if  at  times  over- 
powering, had  the  usual  Fuerstner-f lawlessness.) 

Thursday,  a near  capacity  crowd  filled  the  tabernacle  to  hear 
the  duo-piano  miracle  of  Vronsky  and  Babin.  By  the  end  of  the  long 
(four  encores)  program  it  was  hard  to  imagine  other  than  perfect 
sounds  coming  from  the  two  pianos.  The  couple  (actually  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Babin)  seem  to  have  hurdled  the  point  where  technique  is  even 
a problem.  Perfect  synchronization  made  their  playing  seem  to  stem 
from  a single  thought.  At  the  same  time,  their  range  of  interpreta- 
tion seemed  to  be  inexhaustible.  They  played  with  equal  ease  and 
finesse  the  delicate,  lacy  “Fantasie”  of  Schubert  and  the  fiery,  multi- 
colored “Polovtsienne  Dances”  of  Borodin.  This  last  number,  inci- 
dentally, is  a tribute  to  Mr.  Babin’s  ability  as  transcriber. 

In  addition  to  their  incomparable  musicianship,  Vronsky  and 
Babin  are  a handsome,  charming  and  dignified  pair,  on  stage  and 
off.  In  short,  it  is  hard  to  say  how  they  could  possibly  be  improved 
upon. 

Not  so  our  lyceum-audiences.  I refer  to  the  small  faction  of 
peons  who,  scarcely  before  the  performers  have  left  the  stage  after 
their  last  number,  must  stand,  put  on  their  coats  and  begin  climbing 
out  the  aisles;  much  to  the  embarrassment  of  the  bowing  or  encoring 
performer  and  the  otherwise  polite  and  appreciative  audience.

Loom  Labors 
Help  Many 
To  Stay  at  Y 

An  increasing  number  of  stu- 
dents are  weaving  their  way 
through  BYU. 

Commercial  hand  looms  are  be- 
ing used  to  produce  a score  of 
salable  items  which  include  dress 
materials,  stoles,  baby  blankets, 
ties,  table  cloths  and  other  arti- 
cles. 

W.  Cleon  Skousen,  director  of 
the  BYU  Alumni  Association, 
sponsored  the  new  program,  in- 
tended to  help  students  who  need 
to  work  their  way  through  school. 

The  program  has  caught  on, 
Mr.  Skousen  declared,  and  a large 
supply  of  merchandise  of  excell- 
ent quality  has  been  loomed.  In 
addition  to  the  immediate  purpose 
of  the  project,  students  are  learn- 
ing a useful  and  practical  trade, 
he  said. 

Bishop  Jay  S.  Grant,  president 
of  the  Grant  Apparel  Corp.,  of 
Los  Angeles,  provided  the  first 
six  looms.  His  daughter,  La  Nel, 
an  experienced  and  expert  weav- 
er, directs  training  and  produc- 
tion here. 

Miss  Grant  declares  that  almost 
anyone  can  learn  the  operation  of 
the  loom  in  a very  short  time, 
and  with  practice  will  soon  gain 
the  required  speed  to  make  weav- 
ing a profitable  business.  The 
training  program  she  has  set  up 
at  Brigham  Young  University 
can  be  completed  in  40  hours. 

Student  manager  of  the  pr<?- 
jectis  Thenn  M.  Thorley,  Cedar 
City,  a senior  student  in  business 
administration.  He  indicated  that 
those  in  the  program  will  be  paid 
on  a production  basis  for  the  act- 
ual work 'produced  by  them. 

Looms  are  located  in  the  dome 
of  the  Science  building.  A move 
to  establish  permanent  quarters 
is  anticipated,  and  it  is  expected 
that  as  many  as  50  looms  will  be 
in  eventual  operation. 

Although  finished  pieces  will 
not  be  sold  in  competition  with 
other  commercial  firms,  the  pro- 
ducts loomed  will  be  sold  at  ap- 
proximately 50  per  cent  of  mar- 
ket price,  with  all  profits  going 
to  the  weavers. 

Many  articles  are  available 
now  for  sale,  according  to  Mr. 
Skousen.  Information  may  be  had 
from  the  Alumni  office  in  the 
Maeser  building.

Y Awarded  Money 
For  More  Study 
Of  Spotted  Fever 

A continuation  grant  of  $3500 
has  been  awarded  Brigham  Young 
University  to  aid  in  continuing 
the  study  of  Rocky  Mountain 
spotted  fever  and  plague. 

The  study  is  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  D Elden  Beck  of  the  BYU 
zoology  department  and  has  as 
its  purpose,  the  gathering  of  in- 
formation concerning  potential 
carriers  of  the  disease.  Part  of 


the  study  includes  collecting  of 
ecto-parasites  from  various  spec- 
ies of  mammals  throughout  the 
state. 

The  project  has  done  much  to 
reveal  where  plague-transmitting 
fleas  and  spotted  fever-trans- 
mitting ticks  are  found  in  Utah 
and  with  which  animals  they  ^re 
associated.
